Rampur, Uttar Pradesh. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 

awarded. 

On the night of 15/16th August, 1965, a burglary was com- 
mitted in the shop of an Arms dealer in Civil Lines, Rampur, 
and a number of guns and cartridges were stolen. Police 
parties were sent out by all Police Stations and Outposts to 
search for the culprits. While one of those Police parties con- 
sisting of Shri C. D. Bajpai, another Sub-Inspector and two 
constables, was going in two cycle rikslmws, they noticed two 
persons lurking near the road in suspicious circumstances. 
Shri Bajpai challenged the suspects who at once fired on him 
and his party. One of the shots hit Shri Bajpai in the armpit, 
chest and forearm and seriously injured him. The other shot 
hit the rickshaw puller in the stomach and lulled him on the 
spot Undeterred by this murderous attack and his own in- 
juries, Shri Bajpai led his men in an assault on the criminals. 
Ho himself grappled with one of them, and though he re- 
ceived further injuries, succeeded in arresting him. The other 
culprit was also arrested later. 

Shri Chandra Dhar Bajpai displayed conspicuous gallantry 
in this encounter with armed criminals 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from the 16th August, 1965.

In September, 1965, Shri Prahlad Ram was deputed to 
re-capture the Indian post of Sanchu in the Bikaner Sector 
of Rajasthan which had been surreptitiously occupied by 
Pakistani fores after the cease-fire. Shri Prahlad Ram led 
an attack on the position in the early hours of 30th September, 


1965. The Pakistani forces were well dug-in and were in an 
advantageous position. They had occupied the sand dunes 
which had precipitous slopes and made climbing vcry_ diffi- 
cult during the assault. The Pakistani forces offered stiff re- 
sistance for nine hours but Shri Prahlad Ram launched seve- 
ral assaults in which he remained in the fore-front. After a 
hand to hand fight between Shri Prahlad Ram’s Company and 
the Pakistani forces, the Pakistani troops were ultimately up- 
rooted. Seven Pakistanis were taken prisoner and a large 
quantity of arms, ammunition and other equipment were cap- 
tured. 

Throughout, Shri Prahlad Ram placed himself in the fore- 
front of the assaulting waves and led his company to victory 
which was mainly achieved due to his outstanding bravery, 
devotion to duty and leadership of a higher order. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(1) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and con- 
sequently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from the 30th September, 1965.

On the 24th May, 1967, information was received that 
people were being organised in Barajharujotc, P.S. Naxaiburi, 
to commit acts of lawlessness in violation of Section 144 
Cr.P.C, On receipt of this information O.C., Naxalbari P.5, 
left for the village with available officers and men. On see- 
ing that the mob consisted on 300/400 persons who were 
armed with bows, arrows and other deadly woapons, rein- 
forcement was sent for from the Naxalbari Police Station, 
which arrived under Inspector Shri Sonam Wangdi Lama. 
Shri Lama took charge of the situation and decided to give 
due warning to the mob to disperse before using any force 
against them. He also felt that advance of the police party 
might provoke the mob to violence. Thus to prevent blood- 
shed by not giving any provocation to the other side, the 
Police Inspector Shri Wangdi Lama advanced towards the 
mob followed by the O.C., Naxalbari P.S'. and two other Sub- 
Inspectors none of whom was armed. The mob consisted of 
boiii men and women. On seeing the Inspector and his party 
advancing towards them, the male members of the crowd 
moved some distance away from there. The Inspector very 
calmly explained to the women-folk the undesirability of form- 
ing such assemblies in defiance of prohibitory orders and the 
crowd started dispersing. While this was happening, the male 
members were standing defiantly at their placesi Shri Lama 
decided to approach and persuade them also to disperse peace- 
fully. But as soon as he started advancing towards them, 
they began to shoot arrows at him. Before the main Police 
party could do anything to prevent the miscreants from com- 
mitting such unprovoked act of brutality, Shri Lama received 
4 arrow shots. He fell unconscious and later died In, the 
hospital. 

2. Shri Sonant Wangdi Lama displayed exceptional courage 
and skill in handling the mob unarmed and in a non- violent 
way, and his sincere bid to avoid bloodshed cost him his life.

2. The Government of India have considered the report 
submitted by the aforesaid Committee. The main conclu- 
sions arrived at, and recommendations made, by the Com- 
mittee are given below : — 

(1) Tire Committee examined a large number of 
colours but found none of them suitable for the 
purpose. Although colours of vegetable origin are 
generally non-toxic, they are easily removable from 
the colourised product cither by exposure to sun- 
light, heating or shaking with easily available chemi- 
cals like washing soda, bleaching earth etc. Synthetic 
colours, wwilc being comparatively more stable are 
unsafe as they decompose into toxic amines on 
heating. 

(2) Of the different vegetable colours tested, only two 
viz., ratanjot and turmeric appeared to be somewhat 
promising. However, while both these colours share 
the general drawbacks common to other colours of 
vegetable origin, the doubts about the toxicity of 
ratanjot have not been clear. Tt is also not indige- 
nously available but has to be imported. As regards 
turmeric, its colour is similar to that of pure ghee 
and its use for colouring vanaspati can conceivably 
result in promoting adulteration of ghee rather than 
preventing it. 

(3) Being easily removable from the colourised product, 
the use of vegetable colours, including ratanjot and 
turmeric, for colourislng vanaspati would only give 
a superficial sense of security against adulteration of 
ghee, while In no way minimising the possibility of 
such adulteration. An additional health hazard is 
likely to arise for the consumers of vanaspati and 
ghee arising from the attempts at de-colourisation 
by various physical and chemical treatments. 

(4) The Committee is unable to accept the suggestion 
for the use of copper chlorophyll as a colouring 
agent for vanaspati in view of (i) the deleterious 
effect Of copper when taken internally, (il) the 
danger of rancidity being developed in the product 
as a result of such use, (lii) Its instability to sun- 
light or treatment with common colour) ring agents 
and (iv) the green colour imparted by it. being not 
pleasing to the eye, would not be acceptable to the 
consumer. 


No. 1-67/65 .Sugar . — The Ghee Adulteration Committee 
appointed by the Government of India in May, 1951 recom- 
mended Inter alia that all vanaspati produced In the country 
should be coloured orange with the help of carotene oil' con- 
centrate so as to enable detection of adulteration of ghee 
with vanaspati. Since the colouring medium proposed was 
not available indigenously and also because of its instability 
under heat or on storage, the Government of India, in the 
Ministry of Food and Agriculture Resolution No, SV-44(9), 
dated 27th October, 1952, expressed its inability to accept 
this recommendation and considered It necessary to wait for 
the results of the various experiments which were then in 
progress at a number of laboratories, for finding out a suita- 
ble colouring medium for vanaspati. In June, 1960, die 
Government set up an expert committee for intensifying the 
researches and coordinatTiijrTfiiBirTuitahly. It included the 
following : —

(5) The consensus of scientific opinion both in this 
country and abroad, is against the use of additives 
in foodstuffs, except under the most compelling cir- 
cumstances, In the case of vanaspati, an alterna- 
tive means of enabling detection of adulteration Is 
available through the latent colour imparted by 
sesame oil. 

(6) In view of the foregoing, the Committee has come 
to the conclusion that colouring of vanaspati is 
neither practicable nor desirable and that alternative 
methods of preventing, or at least minimising, 
adulteration of rrhee with vanaspati should be ex- 
plored. The colouring of vanaspati with the use 
of sesame oil currently enforced under law should 
serve the purpose. Butt with a view 1 to obtaining the 
best results out of this measure, and otherwise 
achieving the end in view, the following recommen- 
dations have been mode : —

(i) It should be ensured that all vanaspati produc- 
ed and marketed in the country contains the 
prescribed quantity of sesame oil. and responds 
to the Baudouin Test; and, to this end, the 
work of inspection and checking of vanaspati 
both at the manufacturer’s and market stages, 
should be intensified, 

(ii) Steps should be taken for large scale sampling 
of ghee sold in the markets and checking its 
freedom from adulteration with vanaspati as 
reflected by a negative Baudouin Test.

(iii) The anti-adulteration laws in force should be 
enforced more vigorously, 

(iv) Ghee should be preferably marketed in small 
containers under AGMARK seal, 
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3. - The Government of India have carefully considered the 
a hove conclusions of the Committee. 'Hie mutual incompa- 
tibility of some of the essential requirements of a satisfactory 
colpur for vanaspati virtually rules out the use of any 
natural, or even synthetic colouring matter for this purpose. 
Apart from these practical difficulties, the consensus of scien- 
tific opinion, both in this country and abroad, is against the 
use of additives in foodstuffs. This has led the Committee 
to the further conclusion that colouring of vanaspati is 
neither practicable nor desirable, and that alternative methods 
should be explored for achieving the end in view. This view 
lias also been endorsed by the Council of Scientific and In- 
dustrial Rcseurch. 

Having regard to the findings of the Ghee Adulteration 
Committee, as well as tbps of the Expert Committee, based 
on an extensive sucue^,- Ifc^earlier studies on the subject and 
detailed confirmatory Yesparches carried out bv it over a 
period of years, and the generaU scientific opinion in this 
regard, the Government,*4>f India, agree with this view and 
concur with the suggestion, made by the Committee that 
instead of a sparpn -fori a colour for vanaspati, attempts 
should be made for more scientific methods of preventing, or 
at least minimising,, tfie adulteration of ghee with vanaspati, 
Government, however, propose to ask (he Institutes and 
Agencies which have collaborated in the research work on 
this subject to remain on the look-out for a suitable colour- 
ing medium for preventing the use of vanaspati for adultera- 
tion. 

Government also accept all the four recommendations made 
by the Committee in this connection, which are aimed at a 
more effective use of the latent colourisation of vanaspati by 
sesame oil, as a means of defecting its misuse as an adulte- 
rant of ghee which is already in force; and the minimising 
of the chances of such adulteration by packing ghee prefe- 
rentially in small containers , with AGMARK. seal. 

4. The report submitted by the Expert Committee is being 
released separately for general information. 

5. The Government wish lo thank the members of the 
Expert Committee for their painstaking efforts, in making an 
exhaustive survey of the earlier researches on the subject, 
and in chalking out and implementing a detailed programme 
of researches considered necessary for enabling a final deci- 
sion to be arrived at on this long-standing issue, and for 
their valtiuble suggestions in this regard. 

ORDER 

Ordered that a copy of this Resolution be communicated 
to all State Governments and Administrations of Union 
Territories, all Ministries of the Government of India, the 
Cabinet Secretariat, Prime Minister’s Jsccretariat and the 
Planning Commission. 

Ordered also that this Resolution should be published in 
the Gazette of Tndia for general information.
